BATTLE HEATS UP AT PP. WITH HEAVY FIGHTING REPORTED 
ON MOST FRONTS AROUND CITY. MIL SOURCES SAID SITUATION 
AT 7TH DIV HQ, NINE MILES NW OF CAPITAL, WAS CRITICAL, 

THOUGH FEW DETAILS AVAILABLE. BOTH SIDES SENT IN REIN- 
FORCEMENTS. MIL SOURCES SAID NSURGENTS INFILTRATED

LEAGUE MET IN WASHINGTON RECENTLY WHERE MEMBER SAID 
USG DID NOT GIVE INFO ON SIGHTINGS AND FAMILIES HAD TO 
LEARN OF THEM THROUGH INDEPENDENT SOURCES. STATED INFO 
WAS IN FILES, AND, GOVT ''FINALLY' 1 ACKNOWLEDGED IT ONLY 
WHEN FAMILIES TOLD "EVERYTHING THEY KNEW." ON BASIS OF 
RECENT MEETINGS WITH WH, DOS AND DOD, MEMBER SAID 
GOVT IS MAKING REAL EFFORT TO DO SOMETHING ON ISSUE AND

WEARYING OF WAR AND 6VN UNCERTAIN ABOUT US SUPPORT. 

CITES INTERVIEW IN WHICH THIEU SAID GVN MUST COPE 
WITH DESIGNS OF COMMUNISTS AND AMERICANS. SAYS ONE 
VNAMESE "LLOSEST TO THIEU" FEELS DANGER IS GREAT WHEN 
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VN WEAK, AND COMMUNIST AND AMERICAN DESIGNS CONVERGE. 

FORESEES DIVERGENCE OF INTEREST OF US, SVN BY MID YEAR, 
WHEN OUT OF NEED TO PREPARE FOR 1976 ELECTION PRES 
MAY BE EXPECTED TO INSIST ON SUBSTANTIVE NEGOTIATIONS, 

FOR WHICH PRECONDITION IS THIEU'S DEPARTURE. NOTES 
"INFORMED (AND NON- VIETNAMESE) SOURCES" ALREADY 
HINTING COMMUNISTS WOULD FIND SAIGON "MORE FLEXIBLE" 

IF THEY RESUME TALKS NOW, AND THAT PEACE, OR LESS WAR, 
MIGHT FLOW FROM "THIRD VIETNAM FORMULA," WHICH WOULD 
DEFINE VC-CONTROLLED ZONES, ALLOW VC TO PROCLAIM 
PROVISIONAL CAPITAL AND BE RECOGNIZED AS LEGITIMATE GOVT 
OF PART OF SVN. 

OBSERVES THAT BATTLEFIELD WILL SHAPE PARIS PEACE TALKS, 

BUT MIL EXPERTS BELIEVE SAIGON CAN SURVIVE PRETTY MUCH 
INTACT. OPTIMISTS TEND TO BE AMERICANS, WHO ARGUE 
COMMUNISTS WILL SETTLE FOR SMALL SHARE OF VN PIE WHEN

OF IRRATIONAL PROBLEMS" WORLD NO LONGER CARES TO WORRY 
ABOUT NOW THAT "PEACE WITH HONOR" HAS NOT ENDED WAR. 
FINDS VIETNAMESE PESSIMISTIC WAR WILL EVER END AS ECONOMY 
SPIRALS DOWNWARD, CASUALTIES MOUNT, US AID REDUCED, ARVN 
DESERTIONS CLIMB TO WORST RATE IN HISTORY AND SOME POSTS 
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ESPECIALLY IN DELTA BEING ABANDONED. SAYS "MALNUTRITION 
FIGURES RISING." NO,ES RUMORS ABOUT "UNEASY LOYALTY" 

OF SOME OF THIEU'S GENERALS. CITES AMEMBASSY OFFICIAL, IN 
ANONYMITY .THAT US NOW ONLY CLOSING EYES AND GRITTING 
TEETH, IN HOPE THIEU CAN SOMEHOW HANG ON. 

OBSERVES COMMUNISTS HAVE ACHIEVED PSYCHOLOGICAL IF NOT 
STRATEGIC SUCCESS BY DISRUPTING DELTA RICE HARVEST 
AND CUTTING.HALTING FLOW OF GOODS, WHICH, IN REAL 
SENSE, COULD EVENTUALLY MEAN ISOLATION OF SAIGON. 

BUT THIEU REFUSES NEGOTIATE POLITICAL SETTLEMENT WITH 
PRG, WHICH ONLY HOPE OF IMPROVING LIFE. NOW, HOWEVER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SKILLED IN ART OF SURVIVAL, THIEU'S LIFELINE OF US AID 
BEING CUT, AND GVN OFFICIALS SEE LITTLE HOPE FOR FUTURE 
IN FACE OF INFLATION, RISING UNEMPLOYMENT. LABELS 

TALK OF OIL DISCOVERY "PIPEDREAM" OFFERING LITTLE HOPE 
OF TURNING MASSIVE TRADE DEFICIT. COMMENTS GVN, EVEN 
WITH ALMOST UNLIMITED US AID, WAS UNABLE TO FIGHT NVN 
TO STANDSTILL, AND NOW THAT CONGRESS NOT LIKELY "TO 
THROW MORE FUNDS DOWN VERITABLE RATHOLE" SADDEST 
SPECTACLE IS THAT VIETNAMESE PEOPLE SEEM DOOMED TO 
DECADES OF SUFFERING BEFORE WORLD AUDIENCE NOT ONLY TOO 
POWERLESS TO CALL HALT, BUT GENERALLY TOO WEARY TO CARE. 

HARSCH (CSM 1/30) LABELS AS "FALLACY" CONVENTIONAL WISDOM 
THAT HOLDS ALL WHO FAVORED US DISENGAGEMENT FROM SVN 
TWO YEARS AGO OPPOSE, IN LOGIC, ANY INCREASE IN AID TO 
GVN NOW. CASE AGAINST PUTTING US TROOPS ON ASIAN 
MAINLAND REMAINS "OVERWHELMING," BUT POINTS OUT THIS NOT 
SAME AS GIVING PEOPLE OF SVN ENOUGH WEAPONS TO BALANCE OFF 
THOSE GIVEN NVN BY OTHERS. 

OBSERVES COLD WAR "DOMINO THEORY" BECAME PHOBIA THAT LED 
WASHINGTON TO PUT HALF-MILLION TROOPS ON MAINLAND, JUST 
SOUTH OF CHINA, WHERE THEY POSED DANGER OF INVOLVEMENT 
IN LAND WAR WITH WORLD'S MOST POPULOUS NATION. BUT 
ALL THAT IS OVER - CHINA NO LONGER VIEWED AS IMPLACABLY 
HOSTILE, DANGEROUSLY EXPANSIONIST IMPERIALIST POWER 
(EXCEPT BY SOVIETS) AND WAR HAS BEEN "VTETNAMTZED". 

SINCE SOVIETS, CHINESE STILL COMPETE, OUT OF RIVALRY, 

TO SUPPORT NVN, SEES NO REASON WHY US SHOULD NOT BALANCE 
OFF THEIR AID TO HANOI. FAILURE TO DO SO MAY INVITE 
SAIGON'S COLLAPSE; EVEN WITH HELP SVN MAY LOSE AND COME 
UNDER DRV OVERLORDSHIP. BUT FAILURE TO HELP DOOMS 
SVN TO DEFEAT. ASKS, "DO AMERICANS REALLY WANT THAT?" 

WP'S CANNON (1/31) NOTES DEMS SEE "SCARE TACTICS" IN ADMIN 
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STATEMENTS ON REQUEST TO CONGRESS FOR MORE INDOCHINA 
MIL AID. CONFLICT BETWEEN ADMIN AND CONGRESS DEEPENING. 
BELIEVES NESSEN AT LAST THURS' WH BRIEFING APPEARED 
SIGNALING ADMIN DISINCLINATION TO PUT CONGRESS ON SPOT BY 
HOLDING IT RESPONSIBLE FOR WHAT HAPPENS IN INDOCHINA 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MILITARILY. 

BARNES (S-N 1/30) FINDS PRES TALKING TOUGH AND EVIDENTLY 
PREPARED FOR FIGHT WITH CONGRESS OVER INDOCHINA MIL AID. 
WHILE OVERWHELMING EVIDENCE IS HILL WON'T PASS BILL. 
INTERPRETS PRES 1 INCLINATION TO PRESS FOR PROGRAMS FACING 
ALMOST CERTAIN DEFEAT IN CONGRESS AS PART OF ATTITUDE 
HAT TIME HAS COME TO FACE UP TO "POLITICALLY UNPOPULAR 
DECISIONS." 

MARQUIS CHILDS (SUN 1/31) SEES INDOCHINA AID ISSUE BREWING 
STORM IN CONGRESS. BELIEVES SENATE DEBATE MAY HALT ALL 
MOVEMENT FOR WEEKS. SEN HUMPHREY. WHO WARNED DOS THAT IF 
REQUEST GOES FORWARD SENATE MAY NEVER PASS ANOTHER FOREIGN 
AID BILL, WANTS C-F NEGOTIATION PARTICIPANTS CALLED 
TOGETHER AGAIN WITH HOPE OF WORKING OUT MORE REALISTIC 
ACCORD. CHILDS FINDS IT DOUBTFUL HANOI, MAKING RAPID MIL 
ADVANCES IN SOUTH, WOULD AGREE. LOGIC OF ADMIN POSITION 
LIABLE TO HAVE LITTLE TO DO WITH STRUGGLE. SAYS OPPOSITION 
SEES DEADLY PARALLEL WITH CKS REGIME IN 1945, AND PROTESTS 
IN SVN FURTHER ERODE SUPPORT. 

WP S GREENWAY (1/31) IN PP REPORTS DISAGREEMENT AMONG 
DIPLOMATIC SOURCES AND MIL EXPERTS ABOUT WHETHER EXTRA MIL 
AID REALLY NECESSARY FOR GKR S SURVIVAL. ABOUT 85 PCT 
OF MIL AID GOES FOR AMMO, AND CRITICS INSIST IF FANK 
USED BOMBS AND ARTILLERY WITH MORE PRECISION, SAVINGS 
COULD BE MADE WITHOUT RISKING SERIOUS DEFEATS. ALSO CLEAR 
TO MANY THAT NO AMOUNT OF SPENDING LIKELY FORCE INSURGENTS 
TO NEGOTIATE. 

GREENWAY NOTES THAT COMPARED TO ARVN, FANK IS NOT 
EXPENSIVELY EQUIPPED, BUT INSURGENTS ALSO MORE POORLY 
EQUIPPED THAN VC AND NVA. QUOES SOSTHENE FERNANDEZ 
THAT GKR PROBABLY COULD SURVIVE IF CONGRESS DOES NOT 
APPROPRIATE MONEY BUT IT WOULD BE "DIFFICULT." IN 
INTERVIEW, GEN SAID IT WASN'T SO MUCH QUESTION OF PRESENT 
OFFENSIVE, BUT OF FUNDS TO PERMIT PROGRAM TO MAKE ARMY 
MORE EFFECTIVE AND STRONGER, AND CONGRESSIONAL REFUSAL 
MIGHT REDUCE EDGE OVER ENEMY AFTER YEARS OF IMPROVEMENT. 
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GREENWAY SEES LARGER QUESTION FOR CONGRESS AS HOW COMMITTED 
US MUST BE TO GKR SURVIVAL. NOTES DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
VN AND CAMBODIA: NO C-F IN CAMBODIA; NOR ARE FOREIGN 
TROOPS ANY LONGER FACTOR; AND CAMBODIA WAS NEVER PARTITIONED 
SIMILARITIES ARE THAT BOTH NOW FIGHT CIVIL WARS AND ALL 
SIDES DEPEND UPON OUTSIDE SUPPORT. BELIEVES FORD IS 
CORRECT IN SAYING GKR IS ON RECORD TO NEGOTIATE 
UNCONDITIONALLY. BUT SEES LITTLE INDICATION INSURGENTS 
WILL BARGAIN OR COMPROMISE. CONCLUDES WAR IS STALEMATED 
AND UNLIKELY PRESENT INSURGENT OFFENSIVE WILL SUCCEED; BUT 
FINDS LITTLE ENCOURAGEMENT FOR PRES' HOPE THAT REBELS WILL 
NEGOTIATE IF THEY ARE SHOWN THEY CANNOWIN. 

8. THAILAND 

NYT EDIT EXAMINES THAILAND'S "FREEST AND FAIRES," 

NATIONAL ELECTION. NOTES TWELVE SPLINTER PARTIES 
WON -4 SEAS EACH, AND TWO MAJOR BLOCS. CONSERVATIVES 
AND CENTRISTS, EACH FELL SHORT OF MAJORITY BY ABOUT 
THIRTY SEATS. THUS FORESEES DIFFICULTY IN FORMING GOVT. 

WITH GENERALS AND COLONELS WAITING IN WINGS TO RESTORE 
MILITARY RULE. 

BUT ALSO SEES THAILAND, FORTUNATELY, MORE STABLE THAN 
MOST NATIONS IN REGION. STRONG ECONOMY IS SURVIVING 
ENERGY CRISIS AND DOMESTIC UPHEAVALS WITH RELATIVELY 
MINOR DAMAGE, AS RICE, RUBBER TIN EXPORT PRICES RISE 
ALMOST ENOUGH TO BALANCE HIGHER COST OF OIL; INFLATION 
IS LESS VIRULENT THAN ELSEWHERE. AND GENERAL SLOWDOWN 
OF ECONOMY HAS LED MORE TO LEVELLING OFF THAN DECLINE. 

WHILE NATURAL BIRTH OF NEW THAI DEMOCRACY SEEMS HEADED 
FOR PROLONGED LABOR AND DIFFICULT BIRTH PAINS, CONCLUDES 
CHANCE IS FAIR THAT MULTIPLICITY OF PARTIES WILL BE 
OUTGROWN, AND GIVE WAY TO STABLE, DEMOCRATIC POLITICAL 
SYSTEM. 

9. KOREA

REVIEWING RECENT CHOU NPC ADDRESS, O. EDMUND CLUBB 
(IN NYT) SAYS IT HAS TO BE ASSUMED PEKING LEADERSHIP, 

EVEN WITHOUT MAO AHELM, ANTICIPATES SERIOUS WEAKENING 
OF CAPITALIST COUNTRIES AS RESULT OF DEEPENIN6 ECONOMIC 
CRISIS, AND THIS IS EVIDENTLY DOMINANT FACTOR IN PEKING'S
